The second event came when

Nazi invasion of our land, whilst we were still 
ill-armed and ill-prepared to meet him. 

“The turning point was when the Pre- 
sident and the Congress of the United States 
passed the Lease and Lend enactment devot- 
ing nearly £2,000,000,000 of the wealth of 
the New World to help us defend our liberties 


and fheir own. 


“And now the fourth event has 
faken place, 

“At four o'c'ock this morning 
Herr Hitler attacked and javaded 
Russia with all the formalities of 
his unscrupulous technique.” 

Mr. Churchill — recalled 
Pact of © Non-Aggression 
Germany had solemnly signed 
with Russia and declared that 
under ils cloak the German Army 
had been massed slowly and 
methodically to take up their 
stations for the destruction of 
Russia.

The German ‘purpose is described’ as:the révival 
of French economic life in cooperation with the in- 
terests of the Reich and under German direction. 
This is to be undertaken by a special economic staff 
attached to the headquarters of thé German High 


Command in Paris. 

The size of this staff 
may be estimated by the 
fact that it has been 
found necessary to take 
over the whole of the 
Hotel Majestic, which was 
used in the early part of 
the war as the French 


Ministry of Armaments. 

It is sub-divided into a large 
number of departments, which 
pass on to certain newly created 
French bodies the task of carrying 
out German orders. These, too, are 
to he pervaded by what is called 
the German spirit of organisation 
and order. 


A “Central Office for the Dis- 
tribution of Industria! Products” 
has been set up. It is sub-divided 
into 12 sections. It deals with all 
raw materials of importance to 
French industry. This form of 
organisation is entirely modeled 
on the German pattern. 

From this body a number of 
“organisation committees,” each 
representing a separate branch of 
industry, will derive their raw 
materials and distribute orders 
among their members. It is hint- 
ed that the French manufacturers 
did not take kindly to this new 
organisation which will put an 
end to the constitution of trade 
groups based on private interests. 


Contrast in Methods 


While the German’ economists 
attached to the General Staff in 
Paris are using velvet gloves with 
their dealings with the industrial- 
ists, they treat with a mailed fist 
members of the big pool of French 
unemployed. These are estimated 
at 300,000, composed of workers 
formerly engaged in industries 
that the Germans now regard as 
of no interest to the war effort of 
the Reich. 

To qualify for unemployment 
relief a man has to appear before 
the Military command, where he 
is at once offered work in Ger- 
many. 

If he will not accept this he 
is refueed the dole. A. day or 
two later the police appear at 
his house. He Is ordered to pack 
a bag and is taken off to the 


, Pallway station to Join.a special 


train carrying workers to Ger~- 
many.

THE SAFE CROSSING of the North Atlantic 


from Canada to a port in 


Britain. of what was des- 


cribed as. the largest convoy in history—more than 


fifty ships loaded with $100 


,000,000 worth of -war and 


food supplies for Britain—was announced in a cabl- 
ed report published in Cellier’s Weekly from Quen- 
tin Reynolds, staff correspondent, who made the 


trip on one of the vessels. 


During the entire voyage from Halifax, accord- 
ing to Mr. Reynolds, the convoy was in danger of 


attack only once by submarine, and endangered 


once by a floating mine. 


The submarine was destroyed 
by one of several former Ameri- 
can destroyers guarding the con- 
voy and the mine was sunk by 
machine-gun fire. The only Nadi 
‘planes encountered were heard 
overhead returning from the 
bombardment of Belfast, and they 
passed unseen in the night, un- 
aware of the rich prize beneath 
them, Mr. Reynolds said. 


Joined By 25 Wore 
Ships 


Starting from Halifax the con- 
voy comprised only twenty-five 
ships. 

“On the fitth morning we were 
Riven a surprise,” Mr. Reynolds 
said. ‘Par to the southeast smoke 
fringed the horizon ragged y. We 
almost stopped. Were these the 
raiders? We stood on the deck 
watching and then saw that this 
was not one ship but two—no, 
three, four—it was in fact another 
convoy come to join us; to add her 
strength to ours and better to pro-~ 
tect us both. 

“In all there were twenty-five 
ships. They steamed solemnly to- 
ward us and took up their posi- 
tions to the rear. Then we sailed 
on—more than fifty of us—the 
largest convoy ever to attempt tha 
crossing. I climbed the narrow 
steel ladder to the crow's nest. As 
far as the eye couid see there were 
ships. Never before in the history 
of shipping did so many merchant- 
men form in orderly procession 
like this, : 

‘In Canada the shipning agent 
told me that our cargo was worth 
about $2,000,000. This would prob- 
ably be the average worth of each 
of the cargoes, That meant that 
our convoy (leaving out the actua! 
cost of the ships themselves) was 
worth more than $100,000,000. 
But, of course, this cargo cannot 
be valued in terms of dollars and 
Cents. ” :

After negotiations between the 
Czechoslovak Embassy in Wash- 
ington and the United States Gov- 
ernment a Czechoslovak Military 
Committee is now on its way to 
Canada to organise a training 
camp for Czechoslovak citizens 
of America. 


Those who have not yel acquired 
the five years’ residence qualifica— 
tion necessary for naturalisation 
as United States citizens or 
Canadians are estimated at from 
60,000 to 100;000.

Worst damaged hospi- 
,tal is the London Chest 
Hospital, Victoria Park, 
E., heavily hit during a 
‘yecent raid, yet no lives 


were lost. 

None of the ecighty-two patients 
and seventy-six staff in the build- 
ing was even . seriously injured, 
put Ministry of Health officials 
declare they have seen no hos- 
pital more daraged in one raid. 

Five nurses were trapped 
under wreckage of the nurses’ 
home . When released they im- 
mediately went to the help of 
the patients. 

Assistant Matron Rocking- 
ham was biown along a corri- 
dor, but picked herself up un- 
injured and helped evacuate 
patients. 

Nine days after the raid, the 
hoisting of a Union Jack signalis- 
ed the reopen'ng of the out-pati- 
ents’ section, the first-aid 
post and blood-donor _ section.

“homey” atmosphere. 

I made a tour of these centres

An average of 600 meals is 
served at each of these eleven 
schools and at the 12 rest cen- 
tres, fortunately not being used 
by the homeless, children were

Over 4,000 schoolchildren out of 
the 5,000 still in the borough have 
fourpenny meals—or get them 
free if they need them. 

The grown-ups, including 
every type of citizen—one 
woman worea fur coat and took 
her place between a_ plasterer 
and a painter—get a meal for 
sixpence. 


Self-Service 


Each centre has its own menu, 
but each is as good and as tasty as 
the others. One was offering shep- 
herd’s pie, or mince, or vegetable 
stew, with baked pineapple, or 
steamed apple roll or milk pud- 
ding or apple and custard. 

After that they could have a 
two-penny cup of tea—in the nur- 
sery rhyme cups of the infants 
who had once eaten in that same 
school. 

It was fine seeing how friend- 
ly the “dinner clubs” were. The 
“customers” served themselves 
and, when the tables became con- 
gested the workmen got up and 
drank their tea standing, to make 
room for the newcomers. 

No service could be more ap- 
precis.ed. As one old pensioner 
wrote to Miss Anderson—‘“Thank- 
ing you and your ladies in wait- 
ing.” 

Most of the “ladies in) watt- 
ing’ have, since the Blitz, been 
school teachers. Now they are 
being withdrawn for class’ work 
aguin, and most of them = are 
sorry. 

They have enjoyed doing it, in 
spite of the hard work. And it is 
they who have been mainly re- 
sponsible for the good compan- 
ionship of the centres. 

If, nowadays, anyone needs 
convincing of the vatue of com- 
munal feeding, they should go to 
West Ham and see what it means 
to the workers and their families. 


New Dishes 


They would see how the work- 
men have entered into the spirit 
of the thing, how they have im- 
provised ways of carrying the food 
to the nearby workshop in heat- 
ed casseroles they have bought 
themselves, and how they discuss 
and understand food shortages.

JACKS: 


Members of both: bran- 
ches of the legal. profes- 
sion were ‘present at: the 
Supreme.Court this:morn: 
ing when tribute was paid 
to the late Mr. Philip 
Jacks, former Puisne 
Judge, who died last 
Wednesday. at Weymouth. 


The Chief Justice said:—Last 
Saturday morning, I received The 
news of the death of Philip Jacks, 
who six years ago-retired. after a 
long and honoutablé carrer in 
the public servicecofsthis Colany. 


Jacks was a solicitor of the 
Supreme. Court of : Judicature in 
England when he camé to Hong 
Kong in 1905 as Assistant Land 
Officer, and in the early years of 
hts service hts activities were 
confined to work in the 


ing Crown Soliciton As Land 
Officer he compiled a Digest re- 
garding the disposal and tenure 
of land in Hong Kong which is 
still of immense value to those 
engared in land dealings and In 
conveyancing in the Colony. 


In January, 1922, he was called 
to the Bar and in 1927, he first 
sat on the Bench as Acting Puisne 
Judge. Fram then until he.retired 
on pension a great part of his 
time was spent on judicial work. 


When I arrived in this colony 
in February, 1934, Jacks was my 
first Puisne Judge and there 
then began a friendship which I 
valued highly. I. think that the 

ualities that most distinguished 
Jacks were his unfailing courtesy 
and his great humanity. It seems 
only the other day that I re- 
ceived from him a long letter tell- 
ing in detail how happy he was 
In his retirement in Weymouth 
where his chief preoccupations 
were getting rid of obstinate 
tree-stumps and making a garden 
of his dreams. 


He had the gift of making and 
keeping friends and his passing 
will be sincerely regretted by the 
very many of all classes in Hong 
Kong. 

To his widow, hts son and his 
daughter our sincere sympathy go 
out in their bereavement. 


Lovable Disposition 


The Hon. Mr. C. G. Alabaster, 
Attorney General, on behalf of 
the Bar, solictors and officers of 
the Court, associated himself 
with the Chief Justice's tribute 
and expression of condolences to 
the widow and family. 


Mr. Alabaster said.that it was 
his privilege to have known the 
late. Mr.. Jacks intimately, for 
he had beensin daily:-contact with 
him for 27 years. off ‘his. 30 
years’ service. here. He was aptly 
named Philip because of his most 
lovable disposition.

PRIVATE THOMAS PETER 
DURDAN, ROYAL ARMY SER- 
VICE CORPS, WHO WAS FOUND 
GUILTY ON THURSDAY, OF 
MANSLAUGHTER, WAS THIS 
MORNING SENTENCED TO 
six MONTHS’ HARD LABOUR 
BY THE CHIEF JUSTICE, SIR 
ATHOLL MACGREGOR. 

In reply to His Lordship, Mr. 
E. H. Williams said he had made 
enquiries from Capt. Coombes, 
R.A.M.C., who told him that on 
March 8, accused complained of 
having fallen down and lost con- 
sciousness. He was detained for 
three days, and X-rayed to see it 
there were any signs of a frac- 
ture. There were no such signs 
and he was discharged. 

In addition, accused had 
been suffering from duo- 
denal ulcers and for that com- 
plaint had been in hospital three 
times, the last occasion from 
April 26 to May 5. He was on a 
strict diet for this. 

His Lordship said he could not 
help thinking that what Crown 
Counsel had told him contained 
the real cause of the tragedy, in 
that accused had come out of hos- 
pital six days before and had been 
on strict died. His indulgence in 
Hquor on May 18 was Not exces- 
sive but a very moderate quantity 
might well have affected him and 
so caused a lapse of the careful 
driving accused had shown in the 
past. 

He was glad to know that the 
sentence he would pass would not 
effect accused’s career in the 
Army. 

It was, however, necessary for 
him to pass a sentence that would 
act as a deterrent to those who 
might feel inclined to take similar 
chances and risks when in charge 
of a motor car.
